The lioston Jubilees of ISO!) ;md 187'.!, two 


events which In nil ir'"i>al)lllcy UK without par- 
allel In tlio history of music oclorc or since. The 
occasion was an enormous one, of course, it 
being conceived Ijy Gilmore to celebrate the 
successful termination of the civil war and i>ay 
a musical tribute of the grandest and most jniig- 
nilicent cluiracter to the peace then existing 
throughout the Union.

Hun- 
dreds of anvils were used, several bands were 
united numbering 1,000 musicians, and a large 
number of pieces of heavy artillery was brought 
Into use, apd Gilmore, by this time quite prop- 
erly termed "the great," wielded the baton over 
the assembled liosts. T)io jubilee was an enor- 
mous success in all ways and the fame of Gil- 
moro went around the world.
